Reindeer Did Not Thrive 


Only One Lone Animal is Left of the 
Northern Herd 


The efforts of the government to 
propagate reindeer in tue Peace river 
country and in the Great Slave dis 
trict have proved unsuccessful and of 
the original heed of fifty which were 
sent north from Labrador in 1911 
there is now but one lonely survivor. 
He is at present lord of all he sur- 
veys on an island in Great Slave lake. 

The department of the interior did 
everything possible to make the ex- 
periment a success, but the reindeer 


did not thrive in their adopted land. 
The chief difficulty was the “bull” 
files of the north, which drove the 
reindeer nearly frantic in the sum- 
mer. The result was that they 
smashed through the strongest en- 
closures their keepers could build 
and were lost and shot by the In- 
dians, 

The reindeer have thrived in Al- 
aska, but apparently the Peace 
river country and the valley of the 
Mackenzie were not suitable for 
them. Later on efforts may be made 
to introduce them in the Yukon 
where there seems to be no reason 
why they should not succeed 

An effort was even made to cross 
them with the caribou. It was 


thought that the result might be an 
animal which could be domesticated, 


could be driven and used as is the 
reindeer, while able to stand the 
climate. This experiment failed for 


a peculiar reason. The superstitious 
Indians of the north have a tradi- 
tion that centuries ago their ances- 
tors entered into a treaty with the 
cariboo whereby they agreed not to 
capture them 
by using them for domestic pur- 
poses. While the Indians will shoot 
the cariboo they will not capture 
them alive They stubbornly in- 
sisted on abiding by this treaty. They 
feared that if the treaty were broken 
the cariboo would disappear or would 
seek new haunts, Liberal offers of

Alberta's Butter Production 

The butter output of A!herta has increased approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 pounds duriny the past year, as compared 
with the previous year, accvrding to the dairy commis- 
sioner of the province. For the year previous the butter 
output wae s little more than 5,000,000 pounds. For the 
year ending in October of this year the output was 7,400,- 
000 pounds of butter. And the most gratifying fact is that 
the prices were better. Also this fact of a greater butter’ 
output indicates that the farmers are going in for mixed 
farming to a greater extent. This is true not only of 
the northern districts of the province, but throughout the 
whole province, notwihstanding that the southern part 
hasin the past been mainly a grain and stock raising 
country, 


Prize Steer for Farm Students 

The Alberta department of agriculture has secured 
the champion Shorthorn bred steer of the ‘tuelph, Ontario, 
ebow and ie having him shipped to Alberta for use in the 
agricultural educational work, which will be carried on 
throughout the winter. He will be sent to the three 
schoole of agriculture first, where the students at these 
schools will have an opportunity of seeing a steer which 
represents the latest type of beef animal as :lecided by the 
judges at the Guelph fat stock show. He will then be used 
at the short course schools,which will be operated through- 
out the province during the months of January and 
February, later being sent to the University of Alberta, 
where the students in the faculty of agriculture will also 
be able to study an up-to-date beef type. He will after-

Canadian War Correspondent Breaks 


New Ground—Organization 
and Specialization 


Mr. Britton Cooke, one of the best 
known Canadian newspaper men at 
the front, has recently written a bril- 
Mant article which he calls “The Or- 
ganization of Canada’s Resources.” 
Mr. Cooke believes that Canada’s 
economic development will be ser- 
fously impaired in the years follow- 
ing the war unless immediate steps 
are taken to mobilize the productive 
forces of the country with a view to 
making Canada more self-contained. 

After dwelling on the penalty of 
inefficiency, Mr. Cooke puts Canada's 
position, as he sees it, in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

Economic Autonomy Necessary 

Canada’s political autonomy has 
been hotly defended at all times. The 
economic autonomy of the country 
has been little considered. The de- 
feat of Reciprocity in 1911 was re- 
garded as a sort of economic Declara- 
tion of Independence against the Unit- 
ed States. It came late, and how 
real that independence really was and 
is may be estimated by a careful per- 
usal of the lists of Canadian exports 
of Canadian produce to the United 
States, and the imports into Canada 
of United States goods for Canadian 
consumption. How the trade organ: 
izations of our neighboring republic 
affect Canada may be observed in the 
operations of the United States Fruit 
Trust in the Canadian West where, 
although British Columbia fruit ia 
just as good, if not better, and al 
though the Oregon and Washington 
products has to pay duty to enter 
Canada, yet one finds that fruit ex: 
cluding the Canadian fruit in the 
shops of Calgary and Edmonton. How 
the old-established trade connectiona 
of the United States suck Canadian 
raw materials into United States mills, 
there to be prepared for export by 
people of that country instead of by 
Canadians, thence to be carried by 
United States railways to United 
States ports instead of by Canadian 
roads to Canadian ports—may be stu: 
died in the operations of the Chicago 
packing houses who draw Canadian 
live stock in the Chicago “transform: 
ing market,” kill the animals, dresa 
and pack the meat, prepare the by: 
products, ship the main quantities 
through the forty-million consuming 
market of the Eastern United States, 
allowing the surplus to spill into the 
export channels at New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and meantime ac 
tually sell back to Canada the fertil- 
izers, lard, soap, leather and even 
beef and beef extracts made from 
Canadian cattle! Older establish: 
ment, greater specialization in the 
various departments of production, 
and more efficient marketing and dis- 
tributing organization—these three 
factors menace the economic integrity 
of Canada. 

Work Up Raw Materials at Home 

People of the United States—for 
whom in this regard one can feel 
nothing but respect—are slowly foro: 
ing Canada to engage in the less pro- 
fitable departments of production: 
wheat-growing, the supplying of ores, 
timber, pulp, fish—unfinished mater. 
dals for United States workmen to 
finish and transform, directly or in: 
directly, into export commodities. 
Wfty cents worth of a Canadian raw 
material may become, in the hands 
of foreign workmen, ten dollars’ 

h of goods when finished and, 
possibly, sold back to Canadians. To 
Canada comes the fifty cents as Can- 
ada’s fee for the material. To the 
foreigner goes the $9.50 for finishing, 
for the office expenses of the makers 
and marketers, for advertising, for 
wages to salesmen! The efficiency of 
the United States business organisa: 
tions—made robust by a high pro- 
tective tariff and still well-protected 
—is making a permanent impression 
upon the slowly forming economic 
character of Canada. Already there 
are parts of Canada where it does 
not pay to grow cauliflower because 
of the cauliflower specialization cen: 
tred in Maryland. When peace in 
Burope is restored and the shattered 
nations are to be rebuilt, it will be 
the efficient nation that fills its order- 
book with orders and its cash register 
* money. The less efficient nation, 

jundering alongside, will have the 
privilege of carrying the hod, shovel- 
ing the coal, teaming a few loads of 
wheat, sweeping up the floor and fat- 
tening itself on such crumbs of trade 
nd profit as may fall from the rich 
man's table. 

The remedy lies in the careful or- 
ganization of Canada’s resources and 
productive forces, coupled with de- 
tensive measures in the way of trade 
policies, such as our great neighbor 
to the south has adopted with remark. 
able success during the past hundred 
years. Canadians cannot afford to 
continue indefinitely as suppliers of 
Faw material to the nations who have 
@eveloped their industrial forces to a 
high degree of efficiency with the aid 
of a beneficient trade policy. There

MANY NEW CANADIAN 
INDUSTRIES LAUNCHED 


Industrial Leaders Trying Thelr Hand 
In Many New Flelde as a Result of 
War—Not Confined to Munitions 


The variety of the munitions of war 
which are being produced in the fac- 
tories of Canada form a striking tri- 
bute to the enterprise and energy of 
our manufacturers, Scores of com- 
panies are engaged in making shells, 
in many cases after remodelling, en- 
larging or building plants. For this 
work much new machinery was need- 
ed of a type which had not been pre- 
viously manufactured in this country, 
and which is now being successfully 
made in great quantities. A number 
of firms are making cartridge cases, 
others are making shell machining 
saws, shell finishing equipment, shell 
baking varnish. At least eight firms are 
busy making cordite, T.N.T. and oth- 
er explosives. Several firms are mak- 
ing bayonets, others are turning out 
bits, spurs, saddle arches and trees, 
saddlery and harness for cavalry. All 
kinds of military packing boxes and 
ammunition boxes are being produc- 
ed. Great orders are being executed 
for mess tins, travelling kitchens and 
cooking utensils. Many firms are 
making small arms ammunition and 
scores are busy on such articles as 
bags, cloth, knitted goods, sheep-lin- 
ed coats and wagons. The chemical 
compantes are very busy supplying 
articles needed for the medical corps 
and ammunition makers. 

But it not only in producing war 
munitions that Canadian manufactur 
ers have made progress since the out- 
break of the war. Foreign trade was 
seriously disturbed and many articles 
which were previously imported could 
not be had; and, consequently, our 
manufacturers turned their attention 
to the possibility of substituting Can: 
adian-made articles for those which 
had been bought abroad. 

A third field in which Canadian 
manufacturers have made progress 19 
in increasing the production of gooda 
used mainly for regular industrial 
purposes which have been manufac: 
tured in Canada for some years. 

The above shows that Canadian 
manufacturers are doing their best to 
regain the ground lost during the de- 
pression which followed the boom of 
1910-11-12 by adapting their industrial 
equipment to meet changed ocondi- 
tions. Our national manufacturing 
plant was over-specialized on con- 
struction work. When railroad, town 
and other building operations came 
to.a standstill manufacturers suffer- 
ed; but it is gratifying to notice that 
the whole system is being readjusted 
to obtain new business in place of 
that which has been lost. 

There is every reason for the be- 
lief that Canada's industrial develop- 
ment will not meet with any serious 
reverses when peace is declared, but 
having established itself on a solid 
foundation during the period of stress, 
through which we are passing, will be 
in a position to develop, conservative: 
ly perhaps, but none the less substan: 
tially during the years immediately 
following the war. It is presupposed 
that no serious alteration of Canada's 
trade policy, providing as it does 
reasonable encouragement for Cana- 
dian manufacturing enterprises, will 
be made. After the war United States 
will probably be the leading commer 
cial, industrial and financial nation 
of the world, and to expose Canadian 
industries to the attacks of the high: 
ly specialized industries of our great 
neighbor under terms less advanta- 
geous to Canada than those we en: 
joy to-day is hardly to be expected, 


LINCOLN AND LLOYD GEORGE 


Years ago protectionist newapapers 
began to print what was said to have 
been a phrase of Lincoln's, “If ap 
American buys $60 worth of Brgi ry 
steel, America has the bleel and be 
land the $50, but if he buys of an 
American, America has the steel and 
the $50, tog,” The quotation passed 
as genuine, and it harmonises with 
some references to Protection in the 
edition of Lincoln's writings prepared 
by his son, 

But Free Trade oritics last year 
began a searchlight campaign, and the 
expressions quoted cannot be found 
in Lincoln’s papers. It appears that 
the precise words were uttered in a 
speech as a refiection of Lincoln's 
teaching, and not as a literal quota: 
tlon any more than the oratoricel 
burst in Daniel Webster's famous 
speech is to be taken as the literal 
text of John Adams. 

Yet here is a quotation which may 
console Protectionists for the loss of 
the Lincojn phrase. Nearly seventy 
years after Peel's experiment with 
Free Trade, David Lioyd-George said:. 

“If profits of our manufacturerg are 
too high in some cases, that can be 
rectified, but at the worst it is not so, 
grave an evi) as the sending of ordera 
to neutral countries when hy so do. 
Ing we send money out of our own 
country and reap none of the benefits, 
Profits which English manufacturers 
and workers make will be cpent 
among Englishmen, while profits 
Americans make are altogether lost 
we thie country.”

The Marketing Problem 


Proper System of Handling and Mark- 
eting Farm Products is Necessary 
In an address before the South sn 

Commercial Congress, Hon, We 3. 

Goodwu, a member of tho Mxecuth e 

Board of the National Marketing co.n- 

mittee, discussed (he problem of 

marketing farm products, We take 
the following extracts from his ad- 
dress: 

The acknowledged obstacle in the 
Way of the development of a better 
ogriculture and building up of pros- 
perous farming communities is the 
enormous wastes in handling and dis- 
tributing farm products. These wastes 
are due to many causes, all of which 
by the adoption of more scientific 
methods in gathering, ading, stand- 
ardizing, warehousing, together with 
4 national cooperative system in quest 
of markets, can be eliminated or 
greatly reduced. These wastes, tak- 
ing the nation as a whole, run into 
billions of dollars annually; and 
saving of even a small part of this en- 
ormoug amount means not only a tre- 
mendous increase in the prosperity of 
the producers but necessarily a cor- 
responding gain in commerce and 
maufacturing. 

The farmers of this country produce 
annually a crop for which they receive 
$9,000,000,000, and tor which, it is said 
the ultimate consumer pays $27,000,- 
000,000, Or, to express it in this wise: 
the American farmer today is doing 
business on a thirty-(ive cent dollar, 
and the consumer of his products 
pays One hundred cents for the same 
amount of agricultural products for 
which the producer receives put 
thirty-five cents, Owing to the lack 
of some central, directing intelligence, 
there is an enormous amount of waste 
especially in perishable. products. . At 
times one hundred cars of fruit: or 
vegetables are sent to a market which 


*,can consume but ten, and ten are sent 


to a market that can use one hundred, 
Foodstuffs are shipped for long alst- 
ances only to be reshipped and con- 
sumed in the vicinity in which they 
were grown, Our storage and trans- 
portation facilities are first swamped, 
then starved; markets are unsteady 
and demoralized; produce is allowed 
to waste and rot in the fields and con- 
sumers are compelled to pay exorbit- 
ant prices. 

Under the present manner of mar- 
keting, the producer receives too lit- 
tle, hence he seeks to lessen his losses 
by producing le 
foo much and tr to cut down 
expenses by consuming les:; the rail- 
rouds having less to transport charge 
more.to make up for the loss of ton- 
nage; the dealer charges a larger pro- 
fit to make up ior the smaller sale; 
and.here we go round and round in a 
vicious circle petting. nowhere, — the 
cirtle growing more vicious all the 
while.

Council of Agriculture and Commerce 
to Cooperate With the Tillers 
of The Soil 

At the conference this week be- 
tween the business nen and the grain 
growers, some resentment was ex- 
pressed at the use of the phrase, help- 
ing the farmer, and it was suggested 
that a more suitable word in this con- 
hection was co-operation. The sen- 
timent in question was voiced by cer- 
tain farmers who, in the matter of 
business ability, are much superior to 


the average trader in town There 
are, however, thousands of grain 
growers in this country of another 


class, who are In dire need of expert 
advice and counsel, whieh is the form 
in which help is to be given in this 
case, 

There are’ many difficulties which 
men must face when they go on the 
jland with which the council formed 
{here will not necessarily deal, In 
order that it may be clear that these 
are not overlooked, some of them are 
here mentioned. 

The man who goeg on the land is 
not free to buy what he neds in the 
cheapest market, nor to sell his pro- 
ducts in the highest, He pays more 
for goods and gets less, owing to the 
tariff. It is peculiar that, in a coun- 
try where {it is so desirable to get 
people on the land, this should he a 
fact, yet such ig the condition. Then, 
if he wants to borrow money on mort- 
gage, which is very apt to be the case, 
he must pay a relatively high rate. In 
Saskatchewan the best mortgage com- 
panies fixed long ago on a minimum 
of 9 per cent., and it is yet to be de- 
monstrated that a grain grower is 
able to pay such a price for long-term 
funds. The latc F. W. Green, one of 
the most competent farmers who have 
lived in Saskatch*wan, said that the 
charge was-an impossible one and 
that if he was beginning life again, he 
would start with a spade and «& hen, 
and never borrow a dollar. 

Down beneath these difficulties of 
the tariff, the transportation charges, 
\high cost of money, etc., there is the 
fundamental question of the soil it- 
self The man who goes on the land 
must, even in this favored country, 
buy the right to go on it. This pro- 
blem is the real nut which civillzation 
has yet to crack, and the time will 
come when it will be as »~ressing in 
the prairie country as it is in Eng. 
land. 

In spite of these great handicaps, 
large numbers of prairie farmers have 
succeeded, ‘These have been men of 
good judgment and business ability, 
who possess qualities which make for 
suce everywhere, Beneath them, 
however, there is a very large class of 
men who come near to success, and 
who, if they had some expert advice 
and assistance, would succeed abso- 
lutely. It Is at this point that the 
council of agriculture and commerce 
comes in, The council will co-oper- 
ate with the farmer, who is liable to 
fail by a narrow margin, and, if poa- 
sible, will help him to win a complete 
success. If this.desirable result can 
be secured it will not matter much 
what the term is which is used to de- 
scribe the process.—Free Press.
